WASHINGTON.— The federal ' gov- 


ernment in making cah payment of 
the bonus this summer, intends to pro- 
ceed on the theory that all war vet- 
erans arc honest men. 


Those in charge of the 'machinery 


now being set up in the postofficc de- 
partment virtunly have decided to 
omit final formalities such us taking 
veterans' finger prints. 


As explained by one high govern- 


ment official, every effort will bo 
made to simplify the procedure. When 
it is considered (hat treasury officials 
estimate if the bonus bonds to bo is- 
sued were laid end to end they would 
roach from New York In London and 
then still go on almost to Moscow, 
the tremendous amount, of routine in- 
volved in their handling is easily un- 
derstood.

Luciano to Face 


Trial on May 4 


New York Gangster.One 


of 11 Held in Manhat- 


tan Vice Raids 


NEW YORK—(/P)-Forty-eight po- 


licemen and detectives took charge of 
Charles (Lucky) Luciano, pictured by 
police as king of the city's racketeers, 
when he arrived from Arkansas Sat- 
urday to face charges of compulsory 
prostitution. 


The return of Luciano, under in- 


dictment by an exlradorinary grand 
jury sitting on racketeering cases, was 
punctuated by a wide-spread drive on 
New York crime by Thomas E. Dcwey, 
special prosecutor. 


Luciano Is Returned 


NEW YORK.—(/P)—The 
office 
of 


Thomas E. Dewey, special rackets 
prosecutor, said Friday night he will 
ask 5350,000 bail for Charles (LuckyJ 
Luciano after he rushes Luciano be- 
fore a judge in supreme court Satur- 
day to answer four indictments of 
compulsory prostitution. 


Police will take the man Dcwey de- 


scribed as "America's No. 1 rackc- 
tecer" directly from a train bringing 
Luciano from Little Rock, Ark., and 
send him through the early morning 
line-up. 


Luciano was taken from Little Rock 


under heavy guard early Friday after 
authorities had decided his legal rights 
to seek appeal from an ordered extra- 
dition hud expired. 


More New Yorker detectives will 


board the train at Albany and Pough- 
kecpsie to aid three detectives now 
guarding Luciano in a stateroom. A 
special police guard will greet the 
prisoner on his arrival early Saturday. 


Anxious for a speedy trial, Dcwey 


announced he was ready to start the 
trial of Luciano and 10 other alleged 
members of the compulsory prostitu- 
tion vice ring May 4. 


Dewey indicated he will move for 


rcincliclment of 
the 
men 
already 


charged with compulsory prostitution 
in order 1o consolidate the charges for 
a single triul under the amended crim- 
inal code signed recently by Gov. 
Herbert H. Lehman. 


Meanwhile, Dewey's assistants held 


110 persons as material witnesses for 
the vice trial. Eighty of them are ac- 
cused as prostitutes' seized in raids two 
months ago on disorderly house oper- 
ated by a ring in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn. 


Out of a series of systematic raids 


on the city's disorderly house, Dcwuy's 
"vice squad"—New York police as- 
signed to his office—unearthed evi- 
dence of such a nalM'-c ,hat on the 
strength of the material Luciano was 
indicted by the Extraordinary Grand 
Jury investigating the cityV rackets. 


Dcwey charged Luciano with hand- 


ing "a $12.000,000 vice ring controlling 
all organized prostitution iu the city." 


More ihini 20,000 children in Eng- 


land arc being brought up by 15.000 
foster mothers, who have to report to 
the local health authorities, under su- 
pervision of health inspertors.
